Repent, for the Kingdom of Heaven i 
at hand : This duty being indeed Tabula poſt 
Naufragium , the beſt plank after ſhipwrack, 
and through gracious acceptation, a kinde of 
* ſupplerory to our broken Innocence ; the 
grace of Chriſt making up the «nwilling de- 
tes of all our beſt Endevours. Thus Chriſt 
having begun his Preaching , next begins to 
gather his Family, as it were, by Calling his 
Diſciples, Simon and Andrew, Fames and Fohn, 
&c. whoſe obedience he incouraged with a 
rich Draught of Fiſhes, as a ſymbol of their 
future ſucceſs, in becoming Fiſhers of men, 
whereof St. Peter Sear ares br ſuch an hap- 
py experience, Atts 2. Converting about three 
thovſand with a Sermon. The progres 
of Chriſts Miniſtery conſiſted chiefly , in cor- 
reins the viperige Gloſles on the Law (as 
in his Sermon on the Mount) which had welk 
near eaten out tae Heart of the Text; in 
purging the Temple, and vindicating his Houſe 
of Prayer , in chaſtiſing Phariſaical Delufi- 
ons, and Hiſtrionical praQice of Religion 
m trans'crring the burtienſome Rites into

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more eafie Sacraments ,' (a mercy oppoſite to 
the judgements on Egypt) turning their blood 
into water » by one Sacrament, and into wine 
by the other : Laſtly, in Confirming his Ds-

ceſlors, with Commiſſions , and promiſed a(- 
fiſtance; Go forth, and preach; Loe, 1 am 
with you : So that their ſound is gone out into all 
lands , and their voice to the ends of the earth.

Paul may plant, and Apollo may water, but God 
Lives the increaſe ; Without the concurrence 
of this Spiritual Aid, the rareſt Orators are 
but as ſounding braſs, and tinckling Cymbals , 
nay, the written Word it ſelf , but a dead let- 
ter, and the choiceſt Ordinances bur liveleſs 
trunks, even Incenſe an abomination, and 
Prayer turned into fin. Bur with it (as the 
bewintered Earth at the approaching Sun) all 
Religious Duties proſper, flouriſh , and bring

28, 
jelpings the infirmities of their pious dries, 
preſenting them rehned unto God , and re- 
rurning for them pardon and internal com- 
forts, The feeond, is that extraordinary Ef- 
fuſion of his Grate and Spirit , poured our np- 
on the Prophets and others , Foe! 2. upon the 
Apoſtles and others, Aits 2. or any of their 
ſucceſſors and others, for any eminent fer- 
vices of Chriſt, or his Church , when he is 
pleaſed to-ufe them. Yet here * abtindant 
Caution is but needful in this Age; we had 
need look well to our ſtecrage , that we may 
avoid both thoſe dangerous Rocks , that of 
Negle#, and Preſumprion of the _ Some 
liften not to the good whiſpers of the Spirit, 
checking a Tempration , Proy, 1, If ſinners 
imrice thee , confent thou not ; minde not that 
ſame Vox 4 tergo', the vice bebinde them in- 
viting unto gooeneſs, Iſa.

TH natures, ſure, that love 
not ſuch rare muſzck, and will nat have their 
evil ſpirit charmed by the good : of all which 
we nay ſay, as Chriſt did to St. Peter, Mat.

1{ract,ro adore the eo King of Iſrael? 
how ready are they to ſeek our Saviour? and 
co ſeek him chat they might worſhip him ? Him 
whom all the reſt of the world negle&ed? 
inſomuch chat St. * Bernard magnifieth their 
Faith, as Chriſt did the Centurion ; that there 
Was not ſo great Faith found , no not in Iſrael! 
No, He came to his own , and they received him 
wot ; but many here come from the Eaſt (tul- 
—_ part of his Propheſie beforehand) and 
fit down with Abrabam, Tſaac, and Facob, in 
the Kmgdom of Heaven , by Grace and Belief,

It conſiſts of many inter- 
nal and external Offices (which this volume 
affords not face for to dilate on.) And be- 
cauſe our wills are our greateſt dangers, as 
being oft contradittory to Gods commands 3 we 
mult endeayour to mortifie, that is, to deny our 
wills and ſtrongeſt deſires, in all the Inſtances 
of Sin (wharſoever) both as to Fuſtice, and 
Temperance of all kindes ; not my will, but thy

And all this to prick the bladder 
of yain-glory, which ſo puffeth up the heart of 
man, eſpecially now adayes, ſo much made of, 
every where ſo be-pluſh'd and ſcarletted | bur 
you ſee, Oſtentatious ones are Chriſis Antipo- 
des, who here contenteth his wonderful prefer- 
ment with no more pomp , then his Apoſtles 
company : He led them forth , and that for 
their own ſakes too, giving them both a Bleſ- 


The Bicfſing ſing » and a Charge , ver. 50. He lift up bis 
& rhe Charge, hands and bleſſed them , Happy thoſe employ- 


ments that are ſo led on with his Bleſſing ; and 
ſo thole partings too, that cloſe in mutual Be- 
nedifttions, Secondly, there was exite & pre- 
dicate, Go ye forth into all Nations and preach the 
Goſpel : There is a double Commiſſion for 
them whom he chuſerh, both of Authority and 
Ability. This not to be done without war- 
rant, Romans 10. Jer. 23. The inward Call 
is beſt known by the Talents, and both beſt 
made known by the external Call of lawtfu!l 
Authority, And here that former Edi&& 
was repealed, Matthew 10, Go not into the 
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way of the Gentiles , that was to be the main 
way now, to all Nations , to every creature, 
that is capable thereof ,' or to the Syſtem 
and Epitome of all creatures, Man, andto 
whom they are all ſubſervient ; yet this large 
Commiſion of the Apoſtles, is fince again con- 
traed into Provinces , Dioces , and Pariſhes : 
yet to0, with ſome latitude of preaching any 
where, as need or occaſion ſhall require. And 
when he had ſpoken theſe things, he was taken up.

2. Fire melteth the moſt obdurate mettals, 
and mouldeth them into any Figurations : $o 
doth the Spirit by the gift of Punitence diſſolve 
our ſteely hearts, conforming them to Chriſt, 
and the beſt patterns, making them flow tho- 
row our eyes like a Cceleſtial —_ ! 

3. Fireconſtipaterh and hardeneth the clay, 
ſo that no rain or ſtorm can injure it : and ſo 
dotli the Spirit by thegift of Parzence,confirm 
and fortifie us againſt all Afli&ions. 

4. Fire maketh new , and burniſheth the 
Metals; ſo doth the Spirit by the gift of Know- 
ledge, adorn and beautifie the mindes of men. 

5- Fire carrieth up vapours, and things of 
lighter nature, with its aſcending motion : ſo 
doth the Spirit by the gifc of Fazth, raiſe our 
Defires,and ſublimate our Endeayours towards 
Heaven. 

6. Fire imparteth light to all that are about 
it: and ſo doth the Spiric by the gift of W:ſ- 
dom enlighten the Underſtanding , and direct 
the Practice. 

Laſtly, Fire (you know) ſweeteneth and 
preſeryeth things from corruption ; ſo alſo 


doth the Spirit by the gift of Innocence or Pe- 
nitences,
